Patriotic Meeting 


Not a very large gathering of 
citizens and country people attended 
the Patriotic Meeting held in the 
Opera House on Thursday evening 
last. The weather, which bad been 
blustery all day, may have had its 
effect upon the people, the fact also 
that a large meeting of the farmers 
had been held the evening previously 
Was also a deterring influence, but 
whatever the cause, the fact re- 
mains that as lage a crowd did not 
gather as the result of the meeting 
should have merited, Nevertheless, 
those who did tace the elements to 
listen to the speakers were in no 
Wise disappointed, 

The Rev Mr Hall occupied the 
chair, owing to the fact that His 
Worship the Mayor could not be in 
attendance, he being Jaid up with 
what is commonly know in town as 
‘* The Patriotic Grippe”” Mr Hall, 
in opening the proceedings, stated 
to the speakers of the evening that 
they should uot guage the feelings 
of our people with regard to the 
Patriotic Fund by ihe size of the 
crowd gathered, but he assured 
them that we were willing to give 
of our best to help along such a 
worthy tund. He called at once 
upon Mr J. P, McArthur, M.P.P., 
to address the meeting. 

Mr McArthur commenced by

speaking of our fair province of 
Alberta, how that it stood in the 
van of the provinces of the Dominion 
in that it had enacted direct legis- 
lation, 1 would not be very long 
before the women cf our province 
would have the right of franchise 
ind he hoped to be the member fer 
this constituency when this came to 
pass; but he spoke also of the 
available young men who had en- 
listed for active service, stating that 
out of our population, 25 per cent 
had already enlisted for overseas 
services This was a record which 
could not be equalled in the whol 
Dominion, and we should be proud 
of it. He made this the basis of his 
appeal on behalt of the Patriotic 
Fund and asked us to support it to 
the very best of our ability, 

Mr Reilly, of Calgary, was the 
next speaker, and he went into the 
administration and the workings of 
the Fund, and concluded his speech 
with a very vivid word picture of 
how the Fighting Canadian Tenth 
(in which Major Boyle had sacrificed 
his lite) saved the situation at St 
Julien Wood. This had opened up 
the way whereby six miles of the 
enemy's trenches were taken. Mr 
Reilly appealed so the people of 
Strathmore to sacrifice for the 
Patriotic Fund, until they felt it, or 
as someone has said ‘until it hurt.” 

But the speech of the evening was 
made by the Rev. Dr “Mel*ougall, 
of Calgary, who is very well known 
to a Strathmore audierce. He 
stated that perhaps the worst indict- 
ment that he could bring against 
our friends the enemy, was ‘*Why 
did they deceive us" or to use a more 
common phrase ‘*Why did they pull 
wool over our eyes."’ He said that 
he had followed the rise of the Ger- 
man pation with something of pride, 
how that they had visited the colleg- 
es and the institutions of the Old 
Land and had also attended peace 
conferences, and apparently always 
stood fur the promotion of internat- 
ional peace, As he had read their 
speeches he alorg with the majority 
of other people had thought that 


these leading men of thought of 


Germany were speaking their real 
sentiments, but a'l the time they 
had been preparing for this world 
conflict. Why had they been de- 
ceivers? He stated that the war 
was a war between Autocracy and 
Democracy, That the Germans 
had sunk back again to the old days 
ot barbarism when might was de- 
clared to be right. They had held 
up this idol before them and now 
they were worshipping at its shrine. 
He went on to state that some peo- 
ple had asked why we had not been 
taxed tor the Patriotic Fund in 
order that everyone might pay their 
fair share, but he declared that that 
Was against Beitigh principles, Kit, 
chener had asked tor 2,000,000 men 
it the outbreak of the war and 
some bad suggested that a mild 
form of conscription would be effec- 
tual, Hs bad got his men and had 
asked tor another two million and 
it looked a¥ if tbese were forthcom- 
ing without any } qidaform of con- 
scription, He, Dr. McDougall, was 
wiiling to go himself iffWe could do 
any good by going but he thought 
that there would be enough able- 
bodied men enlist which would not
